1). Novelty 

The documents D1: US-A-4 664 913* and D2: US-A-5 541 294*, corresponding to 
the prior art cited in the search report, do not indicate a method for regenerating 
an immunoadsorbent resin for removing isoagglutinins from blood. Thus, the 
subject-matter of claims 1-30 is novel. Furthermore, in these documents a 
Toyopearl resin of an "AF-carboxy" -type is neither used nor indicated (cf. D2, 
column 4). Thus, the method of removing an isoagglutinin according to claims 31- 
33 is novel. The composition for binding an isoagglutinin according to claims 34- 
36 implies an "AF-carboxy"-type resin because of the antigen being "linked to said 
resin by a carboxy group on said resin" (cf. claim 34); such a composition is not 
indicated in the documents D1 and D2. Thus, the composition according to claims 
34-36 would appear to be novel too.

2). Inventive step 

The cited prior art does indicate the use of polymethacrylate resins (cf., D2, 
column 4), but does not indicate the use of an "AF-carboxy"-type of such a resin. 
Furthermore, D1 and D2 do not indicate nor suggest the regenerating of the 
immunoadsorbent resin being used. Thus, it was not obvious to expect that the 
separation system according to the invention, after repeated use, would give 
isoagglutinin-depleted composition of a clinically acceptable level (cf. p.3, lines 
1-9).
